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Wayne County Commission votes 
ARPA funds for VBT, Belleville

At its regular meeting on Nov. 3, the 
Wayne County Commission voted to grant 
federal American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 
funds to 14 county projects including up 
to $4.5 million for Van Buren Township’s 
Community Center/Senior Center and up 
to $176,800 for the city of Belleville’s 
Victory Station. 

The agenda item for Van Buren Township 
said the County Executive advises that 
these improvements will benefit all 
residents including households in poverty, 
and other groups such as minorities, senior 
citizens, veterans, and disabled residents. 

For Belleville, the County Executive 
advises that this building is in desperate 
need of restoration, including the restrooms, 
flooring, roof, heating and cooling system, 
windows and landscape. 

All 14 agreements approved the term 
of the agreement starts with commission 
approval and runs through Oct. 31, 2025. 
The community shall spend no less than 
70% of the project funds being provided for 
eligible activities and beneficiaries by Oct. 
31, 2024 and the remainder of the project 
funds by Oct. 31, 2026. If the community 
has failed to expend 70% of the project 
by Oct. 31, 2024, the county will have the 
option to terminate the agreement at that 
time and repurpose any remaining project 
funds. 

It was noted before ARPA funds are paid 
to the municipalities, the information on 
expenses and vendors must be brought to 
the commission for approval. 

There was lengthy discussion about the 
contract with the City of Detroit for the Joe 
Louis Greenway Project because it was the 
only contract that had no end date. The city 
is also self-insured and that was not noted 
in the contract. All of the municipalities 
needed to have insurance coverage. 

The report from the Committee of the 
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Whole’s meeting of Nov. 1 that was 
approved by the commission for ARPA 
funds named the following: 

e To Southeast Michigan Community 
Alliance (SEMCA of Taylor) not to exceed 
$50,000,000 to implement Workforce 
Development Initiatives (Commissioner 
Al Haidous abstained from the vote since 
he is active with SEMCA); 

e To the City of Ecorse not to exceed 
$3,500,000 to help in the demolition 
of above-ground substructures while 
addressing marketability barriers through 
the construction of an access road to a 
brownfield site; 

e To the city of Belleville not to exceed 
$176,800 for rehabilitation of Victory 
Station at Victory Park; 

e To the City of Dearborn not to exceed 
$9,619,765 for the Parks Equity and 
Access for Citizen Engagement (PEACE) 
project for infrastructural updates to seven 
existing parks to mitigate health hazards 
and improve accessibility, the creation of 
three new “sister” parks in key locations 
in the city, and the repurposing of an 
industrial caisson near Eagle Lane to be 
grades for recreational uses such as biking 
and hiking; 

e To the City of Detroit, not to exceed 
$20,000,000 for the Joe Louis Greenway 
Project to create portions of a 27.5-mile 
comprehensive recreational path that 
will connect neighborhoods in Detroit, 
Dearborn, Highland Park, and Hamtramck 
previously separated by freeways and 
discontinuous transit; 

e To Lincoln Park, not to exceed $124,865 
for a Downtown Fitness Park; 

e To Marygrove Community Association 
not to exceed $47,500 for the development 
and beautification of three vacant lots on 
the east side of Kentucky Street between 
Florence Street and Puritan Avenue in the 
City of Detroit;

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County Commission OKs $4.5M in funds for VBT Community Center 


News Release from Van Buren Township 

On Nov. 3 the Wayne County Commission 
approved $4.5 million in grant funding to 
used toward the construction of the Van 
Buren Community Center, which is to be 
built onto the existing municipal campus at 
46425 Tyler. 

The projected cost of the project is $16 
million. Other community organizations 
contributions toward the project included 
$3 million in federal grant funds, $1 
million from the Downtown Development 
Authority to be used for the Black Box 
Theatre, and nearly $1 million from the 
Van Buren Civic fund. 

“This is an excellent project and I really 
believe it will enhance the standard of 
living for the citizens of the community 
and the entire region. I have been very 
impressed with the leadership of the local 
government and that has done so much to 
improve the area.” said Commissioner Al 
Haidous (District 11). 

“When we did a study, we found that 
the demand for a Community Center was 
overwhelming. At the time of the survey,

The Belleville City Council will meet in 
special session at 5:45 p.m.

Mayor Kerreen Conley, at Monday’s 
regular meeting, said the interviews are set 
for 20 minutes each and they hope to seat 
the new council person at the next meeting 
on Dec. 19. 

Council members said they were happy 
to see that six people 
were stepping forward, 
when they had trouble 
getting two people to 
run for the last council 
election. 

The new council 
person will fill the 
vacant seat of Amy 
Henry through her 4 
term, which ends Dec. Ivan Ankwatsa 
31,2025. Henry has resigned. 

At Monday’s meeting, the council also 
approved the mayor’s appointment of Ivan 
Ankwatsa to the Downtown Development 
Authority with a term to expire Dec. 31, 
2022. 

Mayor Conley said this was a good 
opportunity to have a DDA member from 
the new development at the bridge to get a 
new point of view. Ankwatsa is owner of 
Pryde Athletics and Physical Therapy. He 
said he started in Belleville nine years ago

Mayor Conley asked councilmembers 
informally what they thought of this and 
then announced, “It’s OK with us”;

He has been out a while 
following serious heart surgery. He’s lost 20 
pounds and his color is healthy. The center 
of his chest is still sore from where they 
pried open his ribs, but he knows that will 
pass. 

He had been coming in to do some work 
after store hours since recovering some from 
his surgery and now he’s there during store 
hours. He said he’s not going to be working 
as many hours as he had in the past. 
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Jason Locke, who was hired as Van 
Buren Township’s new parks director at 
its Nov. 1 meeting, said he spent his 17" 
wedding anniversary walking the Van Buren 
Township parks with his wife Jodie before 
his interview for the job. 

The township had a first set of interviews 
and then reposted the position. Locke 
interviewed the first time and then after it 
was reposted, he applied again. Elizabeth 
Renaud, Director of Community Services, 
said Locke has a strong motivation to 
problem-solve. 

At the meeting, Supervisor McNamara 
invited Locke to introduce his wife, so she 
stood up next to him in the board room. 
Then she told the board what a good man her 
husband was and what a good job he would 
do. She was very sincere and everyone 
found this very charming. 

I went to the Punkin’ Roll Out at Van Buren 
Park on Saturday to see what it was all about. 
VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said this 
event has been done elsewhere and so they 
are trying it here. He said it will take two or 
three years for it to really catch on. 

This is how it works: People of all ages 
bring their old pumpkins after Halloween 
and roll them down the sledding slope where 
they may or may not hit wooden ramps on 
the way down. Some escape the safety 
netting and barrel into the crowd. 

One 100-pound pumpkin needed a bobcat 
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to get it to the top. 

I was told when it was over people would 
pick them up for local wildlife and livestock 
— otherwise the township employees would 
clean it all up. 

The lady I wrote about last week who sent 
me an email to vent wrote again to say she 
didn’t mean to say she made a vow not to 
read the Independent. 
She said she devours 
every word. What she 
meant to say was that 
she made a vow not to 
read the Independent 
before she goes to bed 
on Friday nights because 
then she doesn’t sleep. 

“So many changes and ‘bad news’ 
nowadays in our Tri-communities: Our 
school’s ‘indoctrination,’ increasing crime, 
marijuana ‘sales/growing,’ etc.,” she wrote. 

She also said she worries about the 
homeless and wonders if any church or 
organization is going to invite a homeless 
person in to eat for the holidays. Since she 
is disabled, she can’t cook for someone, but 
she could make a cash donation to help a 
group or family with such a project.

Maybe that will fill the bill for 
her.

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Belleville DDA holds special 8 a.m. 
meeting to approve electric service

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority held a special 8 a.m. meeting on 
Monday to approve $24,975 in electrical 
work by Osier & Sons Electric on Fourth 
Street Place. The meeting lasted 14 
minutes. 

The rush was to see if all the work could 
get done to furnish power to that location 
in time for Winter Fest the first weekend in 
December. 

Osier’s estimate covered the installation 
and wiring of seven dedicated 20 amp, 
120-volt circuits from the new service box 
at the site. Items include directional boring 
from the service location to lead off hand 
hold location, install conduits and wire and 
ground the mounting wireways. 

Osier would do no concrete cutting, 
no concrete removal or replacement, no 
cutting of the metal grates at tree locations, 
no tree removals if needed, and no lawn 
repairs. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said the DPW could do those 
jobs. 

City Manager Robinson said the original 
scope of the work bid out didn’t cover the 
whole project. He said first the electrical 
box was completed and they had to wait 
for DTE to power it. 

“The DDA would like to have this for 
Winter Fest, but because of the paving 
we need directional boring,’ Robinson 
said, noting the wires have to run to seven 
different places. He said he would like to 
add a line so they never have to do ground 
boring again. 

DDA member Jennifer Winter said if 
they have any chance to complete this for 
Winter Fest, they should move forward. 

It is more than was budgeted, but there 
is money that can be transferred to this 
project, said secretary Denise Baker. 

“It’s a good example of being proactive 
in our plans,’ said treasurer Sabrina 
Richardson- Williams. 

Robinson said DPW Director Rick 
Rutherford has other options for extra 


power if this project doesn’t get done by 
Winter Fest, so they don’t have to depend 
on generators. 

After the Osier estimate was unanimously 
approved, Richardson-Williams said she 
wanted the DDA to look into Pickleball 
for Victoria Commons, she asked about the 
two benches paid for yet not yet installed 
and asked about getting the water puddles 
off the Victoria Commons sidewalks. 

It was pointed out Village Park is a city 
park, although geographically it is next to 
Victoria Commons. Robinson said the city 
has a list of priorities for all of its parks and 
it just installed locks on all the bathroom 
doors for safety. 

Robinson also announced that the Wayne 
County Commission voted last Thursday 
to approve $167,800 in federal funds to 
upgrade Victory Station and Victory Park.

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VBT approves $7M in bonds to 
help build Community Center

At its regular meeting on Nov. 1, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustee 
unanimously approved selling up to $7 
million in general obligation bonds to get 
the rest of the money needed to complete 
the Community Center/Senior Center 
construction, now under way. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said they 
would set the date of the ceremonial 
groundbreaking for the project after they 
find out if the Wayne County Commission 
officially approved $4.5 million in ARPA 
funds for the project. 

Two days later, on Nov. 3, the County 
Commission approved 14 projects 
for ARPA funds including Van Buren 
Township’s $4.5 million. 

The Resolution passed by the township 
board stated that the township intends to 
be reimbursed from proceeds of the bonds 
for any expenditures undertaken by the 
township for the project prior to issuance 
of the bonds. 

The bonds will be payable in annual 
installments not to exceed 30 with interest 
rates to be determined at a public or 
negotiated sale. The bond will be issued 
without a vote of the electors, unless a

petition requesting such a vote is signed 
by not less than 10% of the registered 
electors residing within the boundaries of 
the township is filed with the township 
clerk within 45 days after publication 
of this notice. [It is published in today’s 
Independent.] 

If such a petition is filed, the bonds may 
not be issued without an approving vote of 
a majority of the qualified voters residing 
within the boundaries of the township. 

Supervisor McNamara said the township 
doesn’t know how much money it will 
need to complete the project, but it will 
only bond what is needed. 

He said he went to downtown Detroit 
earlier that day with Community Services 
Director Elizabeth Renaud, her Deputy 
Tammy Dohring, and his Deputy Dan 
Selman to attend a four-and-a-half hour 
committee meeting where the ARPA funds 
were discussed before recommendations 
were made to the full County Commission 
for the final decision. 

He said in that Nov. 1 committee meeting 
the $4.5 million grant was approved and 
the township has another $3 million in 
ARPA funds for the project. He said in the 
worst-case scenario the total that will need 
to be bonded is $6.5 million. 

He said the township will pay a small 
surcharge for the bonds, a quarter of a 
percent or about $10,000 a year, because 
it doesn’t want to pay off the bonds over 
20 years. 

“If rates go down over the next few years, 
we can re-bond and our cost will go down,” 
he said. 

He said they started the project thinking 
it would cost $7 million and it has grown 
to $16.5 million. 

Clerk Leon Wright said he was impressed 
because Supervisor McNamara said he 
would get the money from Wayne County 
and he got the money from the county. 

“I’m ecstatic,” Clerk Wright said, noting 
he had been wanting a Community Center 
for many years and worked to get it. “This 
is the next level in achieving a premier

community,” he said. 

Trustee Kevin Martin was absent and 
excused from the meeting. 

In other business at the 47-minute meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the 2022-2025 Michigan 
Association of Fire Fighters contract. 
The board had met in closed-door session 
for more than an hour before the regular 
meeting to discuss the MAFF contract. 
Treasurer Sharry Budd said, “This is a 
contract we can live with for the next four 
years”; 

e In one motion approved the 2022 
Amended and 2023 Proposed General Fund 
Budgets, the 2022-27 Salary Schedule, the 
2022 Amended and 2023 Proposed Special 
Revenue Funds; and the 2022 Amended and 
2023 Proposed Water and Sewer Budget; 

e Approved the personal service agreement 
for Jason Locke as the new Parks Director 
at a salary of $64,890. He most recently 
served as Step-up Supervisor with the city 
of Allen Park in the Department of Public 
Services with experience in the management 
of a municipal service. The department 
is responsible for the maintenance of the 
city roadways, properties, and parks. His 
knowledge spans more than 23 years in 
local government with expertise in forestry, 
landscaping, and heavy-duty equipment 
operations; 

e Approved the second reading and 
adoption of the rezoning of 1166 Sumpter 
Rd. from C-Local Business District to 
Sumpter Road Mixed-Use District. This is 
the first rezoning under the newly adopted 
2022 Sumpter Road Corridor Plan; 

e Approved a contract change order for 
an additional pathway through Riggs Park 
to VBT Iron Belle Trail Section H Project 
from Erie Construction LLC for an increase 
of $106,577.50. This is budgeted as part of 
the Riggs Trailhead Project. The original 
contract for Pathway work was $319,036 
and now, with the change order, it will be 
$425,613.50. This will save on mobilization 
costs, as well as secure materials costs, 
since all the Pathway work will be done at 
once instead of some next year. Most of the 
Pathway work is expect to be done this year; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara say he 


needs Meals on Wheels volunteers to drop 
off meals to seniors. He said volunteers are 
needed for a few hours a day and for several 
days a week, if possible; 

e Heard Clerk Wright tell of details of the 
upcoming election on Nov. 8 and how the 
area of the treasurer’s hall will be closed to 
the public at 3 p.m. Nov. 7 to set up that area 
to use as an Absentee Voters counting space 
because of the construction at the other end 
of the building. The polls also were moved 
around at township hall because of the 
construction; 

e Heard Recreation Director Jennifer 
Zaenglein report that the township had its 
best Candy Loop ever with 1,500 people 
participating. “It didn’t taper off ‘til we were 
done and out of candy,” she said, thanking 
the student volunteers who helped, among 
many others; and 

e In discussing the budget, heard 
McNamara announce that the public safety 
department is fully hired up now and three 
additional fire fighters will be added next 
year. If a grant comes through, it will be six 
new fire fighters. He said public safety was 
given raises to make what neighbors were 
paying and then the neighbors gave their 
people big raises. He said the Water and 
Sewer service will have no increase in 2023, 
for the second year, but this will change in 
the future, since the money has to be spent 
on services and the township’s job is not to 
just make money. Deputy Supervisor Dan 
Selman said this is a living budget and if 
needs come up, the board can amend it.

Work (1958), romance, friends, and career 
opportunities lured Teresa to Michigan, where 
she served as a case worker for Michigan Girls 
Training School (Adrian), the State of Michigan’s 
Medical Assistance Program (Detroit), and 
Florence Crittendon Maternity Home (Detroit). 

Frederick and Teresa wed in 1959, raised two 
daughters in Westland, and were members of 
Smith Chapel A.M.E. church. Teresa Myers’ 
career progressed as she went to work for the 
Western Wayne County YWCA, serving as a 
Family Service Worker, then Program Director.

League. Teresa was also a member of the Wayne
